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PAEDOPHILE JAILED 


By Charles Thomson 

A SEXUALLY confused teenager 
was sucked into the ‘deep and dark 
underbelly’ of an online pae¬ 
dophile community after using the 
internet to escape his bullies, a 
court heard last week. 

Defence barrister Allan Compton 
said 26-year-old Mark Walker, of 
Southernhay, Leigh, created a ‘fan¬ 
tasy world’ as a refuge from bul¬ 
lies, who beat him up for being 

gay- 

Cops seized Walker’s computer 
last year and discovered a haul of 
indecent images of children. Chat 
logs on the computer showed 
Walker and others had discussed 
graphic sexual fantasies about 
gang raping young children and 
babies. 

His parents wept as extracts were 
read aloud in court. They were so 
disturbing that Yellow Advertiser 
decided against publishing them. 

Walker was caught in November 
2011 after police received intelli¬ 
gence that he was involved in dis¬ 


tributing images of child sex 
abuse. 

His computer was found to con¬ 
tain 1,376 child abuse images, 
including 91 at level five - the 
most graphic - and 404 and level 
four. The computer also contained 
six child abuse videos. 

Skype logs showed Walker had 
shared images up to and including 
level five with other people. 

Defence barrister Allan Compton 
said: “If ever there were a case that 
demonstrated the perils of 
teenagers exploring the internet 
and being drawn into the deep and 
dark underbelly of the internet, this 
is it. 

“There were times in his early 
teenage years, struggling as he 
was, that he would resort to being 
in his room on his computer.” 

He said Walker, who lived in 
Rochford when he committed the 
offences, had initially ‘stumbled 
across’ indecent images. He said: 
“This sparked what started as a 
curiosity. It became an addiction. 
This man had been corrupted by 


what he had seen on the internet. 

“He was very much living two 
existences - the fantasy world 
inside his bedroom and his life out¬ 
side. 

“When he left that fantasy world 
in his bedroom he led a productive 
and normal life.” 

Mr Compton said Walker had 
held a job at Homebase for nine 
years. 

He claimed Walker had taken 
positive steps towards beating his 
addiction and said a prison sen¬ 
tence would be ‘incredibly destruc¬ 
tive’. 

A pre-sentence report said a jail 
term would make Walker more 
likely to re-offend. 

However, sentencing guidelines 
gave the starting point for distrib¬ 
uting level five images as two 
years in prison. 

Judge Lodge told Walker: “I can¬ 
not accept the contention put for¬ 
ward on your behalf that your 
offending stopped at your bedroom 
door because you shared your fan¬ 
tasies with others of a like mind.

“I cannot avoid an immediate 
custodial sentence in this case.” 

Walker shook and his parents 
sobbed as he was sentenced to 16 
months in prison for distributing 
images, with three concurrent 
eight-month sentences for possess¬ 
ing and making indecent images. 

His mother had to be propped up 
by relatives as she left the court.

A MEMBER of staff at Southend 
Hospital is classing herself as ‘the 
oldest nurse in captivity’. 

Jean Colclough started training to 
become a nurse in September 1956, 
the year of the Suez crisis and when 
Elvis entered the US chart for the 
first time with Heartbreak Hotel. 

She is believed to be the longest- 
serving NHS nurse in the country. 

Jean, whose student wages were a 
princely £260 a year, is still going 
strong, walking miles and miles of 
corridors every night as a clinical site 
co-ordinator at the hospital. 

Reluctantly, she is retiring at the 
end of the year only because her pen¬ 
sion will be adversely affected if she 
stays. 

At nearly 75 and with twice the sta¬ 
mina and energy of those half her 
age, Jean was not expected to live 
past the age of 40. 

Just 18 when she qualified and 
resplendent in her regulation butter¬ 
fly cap, pale blue dress, white apron 
and black lace-ups, Jean was desper¬ 
ately shy, so having to deliver a bed 
bath or a urine bottle to young male 
orthopaedic patients caused agonies 



of embarrassment. 

She had originally wanted to train 
as a doctor, but her parents could not 
afford the university fees. 

She said: “I don’t think I could 
have done better than I have done. 
It’s been lovely, every ward I worked 
on was the best place I had ever 
been.” 

In November 1982, Jean was pro¬ 
moted to night sister. She has never 
calculated her weekly mileage as she 
repeatedly tours the wards and 
departments, but after bilateral 
replacements, claims to have the 
‘best set of knees in Southend 
Hospital’. 

She said: “My retirement letter was 
the hardest thing I have ever had to 
write. 

“I was on my own and just sat there 
and grizzled. I would happily stay on. 

“Fifty-six years is a long time. Just 
stopping is not going to be easy. I 
would certainly consider coming 
back on the bank. But first we have 
to move house.” 

Friend and colleague, hospital dis¬ 
charge co-ordinator Sandra Steeples, 
said: “Jean will be so greatly missed, 
and I wish I could clone her - and 
bottle her energy.”

SOUTHEND Hospital has 
implanted a heart defibrillator in 
its first patient. 

Roy Harrington was complete¬ 
ly unaware he had a heart prob¬ 
lem until he had a stroke last 
year. 

He had had no symptoms and 
had no family history. 

Roy, 58, made a good recovery 
from the stroke and it was only 
in subsequent tests that he dis¬ 
covered he had dilated car¬ 
diomyopathy, deterioration of 
the heart muscle. 

The father-of-three of High 
Road, Benfleet, said he was 
breathless but put that down to 
being a bit out of condition. 

Now he has just become the 
first patient to have a heart 
defibrillator implanted in his 
chest at Southend Hospital. 

The Swiss-made titanium 
device has been inserted beneath 
the skin near the collar bone, 
where it is able to detect any life- 
threatening change to the heart 
rhythm. If it does, it can then 
deliver a shock to make the heart 
revert to a safe and steady pace. 

The procedure, which took 
about an hour, was performed by 
Dr Sajjad Mazhar with the help 
of senior physiologists Nikki 
Baines and Katy Deane. 

Amy Greenhalgh, from the 
manufacturers Medtronic, said 
having the implant means that 
patients are not reliant on being 


near a telephone or someone 
trained in first aid if the heart 
suddenly starts racing. 

She said: “The device will 
automatically kick in to regulate 
the heart rhythm.” 

Roy said: “It is a wonderful 
piece of kit, just about the size of 


a small box of matches and 
weighs about the same as a cup 
of tea. 

“I did not think I needed it but 
the doctors felt I did so I was 
guided by the experts. It is going 
to be a life-saving measure. 

“There was no pain with the 


procedure, I just felt a bit of 
pressure and I would certainly 
recommend it to anyone who is 
told they need it.” 

Hours after having the device 
inserted, he was able to go home 
to his wife, Andrea, and three 
sons.

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Hospital raise awareness 
of mini stroke symptoms

SOUTHEND Hospital is trying to raise aware¬ 
ness on mini stroke symptoms. 

Transient ischaemic attacks (TIA) are frequent¬ 
ly the build up to a full-blown stroke so need 
immediate medical attention. 

The symptoms are the same as for stroke 
(FAST: Facial or Arm weakness and/or slurred 
Speech) but disappear quite quickly. 

As they do go away, they are too often just dis¬ 
missed as a ‘fanny turn’. 

But, specialist Dr Thaya Foganathan, explained 
one in eight people who have a TIA and are high 
risk go on to have a full stroke within a week. 

She said: “The risk is highest within 24 hours, 
so it is extremely important patients seek urgent 
medical attention to insure prompt treatment as 
soon as they experience any symptoms.” 

The strange feelings of weakness, inability to 
form words properly or sudden loss of vision are 


caused by a blood clot reducing the blood flow 
from the heart to the brain. If that clot disperses 
quickly, the symptoms also disappear. 

However Dr Foganathan said it is a warning 
that a more severe stroke could happen any time. 

She said: “Anyone experiencing such symp¬ 
toms should see their GP immediately, or go 
along to Southend’s A&E department. 

“They will be referred urgently to the TIA clin¬ 
ic for immediate scans and tests. 

“We have fantastic support from the radiology 
department, especially the radiographers who 
ensure patients are scanned without delay. Even 
an MRI scan can be done on the same day.” 

Patients found to have narrowing of the carotid 
artery leading to the brain are also seen within 24 
hours by vascular surgeons and urgent treatment 
arranged.

Patient’s lucky escape from mini stroke 


DEREK lies knew something was 
wrong when he went to feed his cat. 
First, he dropped the bowl and then 
he was unable to use his left hand 
properly as he tried to chop up the 
food. 

The 76-year-old retired residen¬ 
tial carer, of Brightwell Avenue, 
Westcliff, phoned a neighbour for 
help and within a couple of hours 
he was in a bed in Southend 
University Hospital, having under¬ 
gone a series of scans and tests. 


They revealed that had had a 
slight stroke when he arrived at the 
hospital. But doctors have told him 
that he is lucky that it was not far 
more serious. 

Derek, who is chairman of 
Southend Older People’s Assembly, 
admits he had been ignoring some 
other signs over the previous week 
or so. 

He said: “My eyes kept watering 
and I had had a fall when I was 
crossing the road. I was getting my 


words mixed up, 

“I was tired all the time and had 
had to hold on to a kitchen worktop 
when I felt dizzy. 

“I had also been having pins and 
needles in my arm, but just thought 
it was the way I was sitting. 

“They said I did the right thing to 
come straight to hospital as I could 
have been paralysed if I had gone 
on to have another stroke.” 

Derek is now on medication and 
having intensive physiotherapy and 


has been told that he should regain 
full use of his left arm. 

Now he wants to warn others not 
to ignore symptoms which could 
point to a TIA or mini stroke. 

“When the paramedic first 
arrived, I was feeling a bit better 
and did not want to come to hospi¬ 
tal but he insisted. I am glad he did. 

“I would advise anyone to get 
medical help straight away if they 
experience any signs. 

“I had a lucky escape.”

Gym gives people 
a fighting chance 


A BOXING gym has opened 
in Essex to help young people 
improve their job prospects. 

The centre on the Bowlers 
Croft Industrial Estate, 
Basildon, will provide govern¬ 
ment backed courses, in asso¬ 
ciation with Coldwell Boxing 
and the training agency, Life 
Skills. 

The centre on the Bowlers 
Croft Industrial Estate will 
provide government-backed 
courses, in association with 
Coldwell Boxing and the 
training agency, Life Skills. 

Coldwell and Life Skills 
have had success with a simi¬ 
lar training scheme in the 
north of England. 

Dave Coldwell said: “We are 
launching an educational pro¬ 
gramme that targets young 
people from disadvantaged 


backgrounds. 

“We’ve had some great suc¬ 
cess in Rotherham and hope 
that can be replicated here.” 

The scheme works by offer¬ 
ing a certificate in boxing, 
while at the same time teach¬ 
ing students traditional maths, 
English and science through 
health, nutrition and sparring 
education. 

“It’s learning by stealth,” 
said Life Skills development 
officer Ewan Metcalf. 

“Young people can progress 
at different levels. This is not a 
scheme where people get off 
after 16 weeks and then there’s 
nothing for them. 

“Youngsters learn about goal 
setting, respect and discipline. 
All these things make them 
more employable, whether 
they choose to stay in boxing 


or go onto something else.” 

The gym will open later this 
month for Foundation 
Learning, before opening to 
the general public from early 
next year. The course is open 
to any young person aged 
between 16 and 24, who is 
either unemployed or not in 
education. 

Places are still available for 
men and women. 

Public members are likely to 
pay as little as £20 per year to 
join and then £6 per week (or 
£3 a visit) to use all facilities.

Attention held hostage in thriller

F ICTION couldn’t be any stranger than 
the truth in Argo, based on real-life 
events following the 1979 storming of 
the US Embassy in Tehran. 

Ben Affleck is a deserved front runner for 
the Best Director statuette at next year’s 
Academy Awards for his work on this grip¬ 
ping thriller that keeps us teetering on the 
edge of our seats for the entire two hours. 

The handsome, California-born leading 
man has been a solid presence on screen 
for more than 30 years but it’s more recently, 
behind the camera, that he has truly 
excelled. 

His script for Good Will Hunting, co-written 
with Matt Damon, won the Oscar and critics 
have lavished superlatives on his directorial 
efforts Gone Baby Gone and The Town. 

Argo restores Affleck to thriller territory, 
working from a lean script by Chris Terrio, 
based on an article written by Joshuah 
Bearman. 

On November 4, 1979, simmering tensions 
outside the US embassy finally boil over. 

Militants break through 
the barricades and storm 
the building. 

“Don't shoot anybody!” 
orders one guard, “You 
don’t want to be the per¬ 
son who started a war!” 

Iranians capture 52 
Americans and hold them 
hostage but six members 
of staff - Bob Anders (Tate 
Donovan), Joe Stafford 
(Scoot McNairy), Kathy 
Stafford (Kerry Bishe), 

Mark Lijek (Christopher Denham), Cora Lijek 
(Clea DuVall) and Lee Schatz (Rory 
Cochrane) - manage to escape to the near¬ 
by residence of the Canadian ambassador

They hide in a basement 
crawl space while awaiting news from the 
outside world. 

Back on American soil, 
CIA extractor Tony 
Mendez (Affleck) con¬ 
cocts an elaborate 
scheme to rescue the 
escapees: he will pose 
as a film producer who 
has come to Iran to 
scout for locations for a 
sci-fi epic called Argo. 

The six stranded 
embassy staff will adopt 
the guise of his crew and 
they will leave the coun¬ 
try together under false passports. 

Bona fide Hollywood producer Lester 
Siegel (Alan Arkin) and make-up artist John 
Chambers (John Goodman) throw their

weight behind Argo to give the plan credibili¬ 
ty. 

When Tony arrives on Iranian soil, he soon 
realises all of his smooth talking and experi¬ 
ence might not be enough to save the 
embassy staff from an Iranian firing squad. 

Argo holds our attention hostage in a vice- 
like grip and refuses to let go. 

Taut pacing, slick editing and escalating 
tension are underpinned by emotionally 
wrought performances from a sensational 
ensemble cast. 

Arkin and Goodman provide the comic 
relief as the Hollywood veterans who realise 
they must spend serious money to create 
the illusion of a blockbuster in the making. 

“If I’m doing a fake movie, it’s gonna be a 
fake hit!” growls Lester. 

The nail-biting climax succumbs to dra¬ 
matic licence but by that point we forgive 
Affleck everything.

Q. I have just had my house valued, but I think 
it is worth more than the agent is suggesting. 

Is there anything wrong with testing the 
waters by going to market at a higher price? 

A. The first thing that should be said is that your 
home is not necessarily worth what you think it 
is. The truth is, any and every property is worth precisely what a serious buyer is 
actually prepared to pay for it. That’s why pricing is the most difficult part of the 
whole selling process to get right. 

Now, let’s face it, we all want to get the best possible price for our homes, so it’s 
always tempting to err on the optimistic side. After all, years ago, it wasn’t 
unknown for homes to sell for substantially more than the original valuation. 
However, those days are long gone, and the fact is that going to market at an 
inflated price is not a good idea at all - particularly now, when buyers are not only 
pretty thin on the ground but also more than usually price conscious. 

But surely, I hear you ask, isn’t it still worth taking a punt, just in case there’s 
someone out there who’s prepared to pay a bit over the odds for his or her dream 
home? After all, you can always lower your asking price later on, can’t you? 

I’m afraid the answer is No. Indeed, by doing so, you could actually be spoiling 
your best chance of getting a sale - and that’s certainly not something you want 
to risk doing in the current climate. Why? Because statistics show that properties 
invariably attract the most viewings during their first few weeks on the market. 
That’s also generally the time when the best offers are made. Thereafter, buyer 
interest declines dramatically. Even when prices are later reduced, it can be 
difficult to persuade buyers to reconsider a property they have already rejected. 

However, there is one alternative you might like to consider. Ask your agent about 
marketing your home on the basis of “offers in excess of...” This is a bit like 
setting a reserve price at auction, and if pitched at the right level, it can often 
generate extra buyer interest. Who knows, you could even end up with a very 
pleasant surprise!

T HE FOURTH generation 
Renault Clio features a 
bold new styling direc¬ 
tion and is only offered in 
one five-door body style at 
present. The focus is clearly 
on efficiency, quality and dri¬ 
ving down the cost of own¬ 
ership which will doubtless 
boost orders. Renault has 
ground to make up. This 
could well be the car to 
recoup lost sales. 

Renault has unveiled a 
number of new engines with 
which to take the fight to the 
best of its rivals. When these 


rivals include cars as 
impressive as the Fiesta and 
the Peugeot 208, it's clear 
that Renault needs to play a 
blinder. Still, if there's one 
company that you'd count 
on to make a small car fun 
to drive, it's Renault. We've 
seen a disguised 
Renaultsport model being 
hustled up the hill at the 
Goodwood Festival of 
Speed by Renault boss 
Carlos Tavares, so we know 
that there's still a focus on 
dynamics, but it's only right 
that engine efficiency is a 
higher priority for the rest of 
the Clio range. 


The forth is strong 



Hence the introduction of 
the Energy TCe 90 engine 
which will probably be the 
big seller. The first three- 
cylinder powerplant ever 
produced by Renault, this 
three-cylinder, turbocharged 
899cc unit comes with 
Stop&Start and is designed 
to deliver the performance of 
a normally-aspirated 1.4-litre 
powerplant. 

Perhaps the biggest step 
change in the 
development 
of the fourth 
generation Clio 
is Renault's 
rationalisation 
of the car 
down to a sin¬ 
gle body style 
- for the time 
being at least. 
Out go the 
sporty three- 
door cars and 
in comes a 
bigger five- 
door model, 
although it has 
to be said that 
the sleek 
styling is a 


departure from the usual 
frumpy five-door supermini 
shape. The Clio's front end 
design features a prominent 
Renault logo, set bold and 
upright to a gloss black 
background, an arrange¬ 
ment first seen on the DeZir 
concept car. 

The interior is an even big¬ 
ger step onwards from itera¬ 
tion three of the Clio. That 
car ushered in a bigger, 
more spacious cabin and 
the fourth generation model 
builds on that with massively 
improved perceived quality. 
The dashboard is sculpted 
in the shape of an aircraft 
wing, with a multimedia sys¬ 
tem on the centre console, a 
wide range of colour 
options, a digital speedome¬ 
ter, striking seats and 
chrome and gloss-black trim 
highlights. 

Available as standard from 
Dynamique upwards for the 
Clio, Renault's R-Link info¬ 
tainment system features a 
wide seven-inch (18cm) 
touchscreen with voice con¬ 
trol. This marshals functions 
such as TomTom connected 


navigation including Live ser¬ 
vices, a connection with the 
car's own electronic sys¬ 
tems which permits access 
to an eco driving function 
(Driving ecoj, and even 
access to the Renault R- 
Link Store, a specialised 
Application Store where 
users can view or download 
a range of apps from their 
car or computer. 

Renault has made a firm 
commitment to driving down 
the cost of motoring and the 
Clio demonstrates some 
impressive economy and 
emissions figures. The econ¬ 
omy version of the Energy 
TCe 90 petrol engine can 
squeeze 65.7 miles from a 
litre of unleaded and emis¬ 
sions are mooted to be 
below lOOg/km. That's a 21 
per cent improvement in 
miles per gallon compared 
to the old TCe 100 power- 
plant. 

Go diesel and the eco2 
model with the Energy dCi 
90 energy returns fuel con¬ 
sumption of 88 mpg, with 
C02 emissions 83g/km. The 
Clio features a number of 


efficiency measures includ¬ 
ing an ECO mode which 
allows drivers to reduce fuel 
consumption by as much as 
10 percent by modifying the 
car's performance parame¬ 
ters at the push of a button. 
A driving style monitor 
(green, yellow or orange) 
and a Gear Change 
Indicator (GCI) on the dash¬ 
board help drivers improve 
their driving style to reduce 
their fuel consumption. 

Renault hasn't always 
identified and prioritised the 
things that really matter to 
small car buyers, which is 
one reason why in recent 
years the Clio has slipped 
down the sales charts. This 
fourth generation version 
looks to have been devel¬ 
oped with a far clearer focus 
on efficiency, practicality and 
safety from the outset. That 
might sound prosaic, but it's 
what sells cars in the super¬ 
mini sector. This Clio's going 
to be back on the shortlists 
of many who would never 
have previously considered 
it. Renault looks to be back 
on the up at last.

Finding the perfect first car 


Cars Wanted (Trade)

F OR MANY of us, our first car was a 
banger and the buying criteria were that 
it was cheap, it had tax and MoT, it was 
halfway insurable and it looked as if it would 
get you home without chugging its coolant 
onto the hard shoulder. The combination of 
the scrappage scheme and an increasing 
focus on safety has meant that dirt cheap 
cars are no longer the preferred option for 
new drivers. What's more, a modern car is 
now so efficient that an old clunker often 
makes no financial sense purely in terms of 
fuel consumption. Here's where I'd be look¬ 
ing if I was shopping for a vehicle for a 
learner driver. 

5 Vauxhall Corsa 

This is the vehicle chosen by more driving 
schools than any other, so thousands of dri¬ 
ving instructors surely can't be wrong. With 
a solid feel, low cost of body parts in the 
case of a minor scrape, a relatively high 
seating position and low insurance, starting 
at Group 1 for the Expression 1.0 EcoFLEX, 
the Corsa makes all kinds of sense. 

4 Ford Ka 

Around £1,500 cheaper than the Corsa is 
Ford's Ka. At 69bhp, its 1.2-litre engine 
offers a little more pep than the heavyweight 
Corsa's 1.0-litre unit and this will be the 
choice for the keener driver who is looking 
for something that offers some entertain¬ 
ment behind the wheel. Its combined econ¬ 
omy figure of 55.4mpg is typical for the 
class. Fun, practical and at Group 2, easily 
insurable, the Ka is an appealing option. 

3 Chevrolet Spark 

The Spark might not be too familiar with 
British buyers but it ticks all the boxes for a 
new driver. Powered by a 1.0-litre 68bhp 
engine and falling into insurance group 1, 



the Spark is good looking and, with its 
micro-MPV silhouette, the most practical of 
all our contenders here if you're looking to 
put people in the back seats. 

2 Smart Fortwo 

The Smart Fortwo is the easiest of all our 
top five to drive. With a 71 bhp engine, the 
Pulse model with micro hybrid drive is the 
best bet. It falls into insurance group 3 so 
may well be a little pricier to cover than 
some rivals but many will see that as a fair 
trade in return for the most distinctive style 
statement of all the cars here. If you're at all 
shaky about parking, the Smart is the car to 
go for. 

1 Toyota Aygo / Citroen Cl / Peugeot 107 
At the top of our selection is not one car but 
three. They're all spawned from the same 
vehicle, so it would be invidious to choose 
one over the other and much will depend on 
the proximity of a dealer or what kind of 
deal you can strike. Taking the Toyota as an 
example, the Aygo 1.0 typically retails at 
around £8,500 and features a 67bhp three- 
cylinder engine. It's effortless to drive, easy 
to see out of, features group 1 insurance 
and 62.8mpg combined fuel consumption, 
making it a superb choice for a new driver.
